The day closed with a general carouse. 


Uarrels of ale and spirits wero rolled out into

himself. 
Hundreds availed IhomsolvoH of 


tho moans of getting gloriously drunk.

"Little Allan's Fair" became ft thing of 


lasting renown—in short, ouo of tho land- 
marks of timo among tho residents of that 
quarter. 
For two generations at least local 


events wore dated therefrom—births, 
mar- 


riages, deaths, etc., being spoken of as 
occurring within such nnd such a time there- 
of. 


Gerald (irogg was carried homo, to dio a 


fortnight afterwards of his wounds. Having 
been n man of mark, his "wako" was at- 
tended by hundreds. It lasted for a week, 
during which a fabulous amount of spirits 
was consumed and ail endless number of 
vows of vengeance wcro made against his 
sluycrs by kinsmen and followers. 


Aud hero I have to record an incident 


which I deeply regret, and would willingly 
suppress. 
Tha event, however, is too il- 


luslralivo of Irish manners in tho olden 
time not lo be recorded.
